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St. Michael’s Mount. At high water the half-mile 
causeway here shown is overflowed, and the Mount 
is cut off from the shore. The Mount itself is a 
steep granite tor, crowned by the Castle, which has 
belonged to St. Aubyns for the last 200 years. At the 
northern foot of the tor nestles a little village, while 
a small harbour is tucked away in the west of the 
Mount. 
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
